More U.S. Jobs, But Fewer Filled 


Firms hesitant to hire 
workers who are less 
than ideal for the job 

Washington 

U.S. employers have more job open- 
ings than at any other time in near- 
ly five years. That’s in part because 
they seem in no hurry to fill them. 

And it helps explain why the job 
market remains tight and unem- 
ployment high. Even as openings 
have surged 11 percent in the past 
year, the number of people hired 
each month has declined. 

Why so many openings yet so 
few hires? 


Meanwhile ... 

The newest figures suggest that the Great Recession may have trans- 
formed the job market in ways that economists still don’t fully understand. 
Normally, more openings lead, over time, to stronger hiring and steadily lower 
unemployment. Yet in May 2008, when job openings were as numerous as they 
are now, the unemployment rate was 5.4 percent. Now, it’s 7.6 percent — far 
above the 5 percent to 6 percent range associated with a healthy economy, (ap) 


Economists point to several 
factors: Some unemployed work- 
ers lack the skills employers want. 
Some companies may not be offering 
enough pay. And staffing firms say 
that in a still-fragile economy, many 
places seem hesitant to commit to 
new hires. They appear to be hold- 
ing out for the perfect candidate. 


“We’re living in a fear-based 
environment right now,” says Kim 
First, CEO of The Agency World- 
wide, a recruiting firm for phar- 
maceutical and biotech companies. 

Those who do have jobs these 
days are unlikely to lose them. 
Layoffs have sunk to a pre-reces- 
sion level. 


The Labor Department said 
Tuesday that the number of job 
openings rose 8.7 percent in Feb- 
ruary from January to a seasonal- 
ly adjusted 3.93 million. That was 
the most since May 2008. 

At the same time, compa- 
nies hired a seasonally adjusted 
4.4 million people, just 2.8 percent 
more than in January. And hiring 
remained lower than it was a year 
ago, when it reached 4.49 million. 

Jason Faberman, an econo- 
mist at the Federal Reserve Bank 
of Chicago, likens the job mar- 
ket to a game of musical chairs: 
If no one gets up, there isn’t 
any room for anyone else to sit.

Police arrest student 
at Texas eommunity

A student went on a building- 
to-building stabbing attack at a

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Vocabulary Now In Play 
At National Spelling Bee 


Washington 

Ever wonder whether those spell- 
ing bee kids know the meanings 
of some of those big words? Now 
they’ll have to prove that they do. 

Organizers of the Scripps 
National Spelling Bee on Tuesday 
announced a major change to the 
format, adding multiple-choice 
vocabulary tests — to be done in 
private rooms and not part of the 
television broadcasts — to the 
annual competition that crowns the 
English language’s spelling champ. 

The changes will make it easi- 
er to nail down the nine to 12 com- 
petitors who make it to the final 
round, which will look the same 
as it has for years to primetime 
TV viewers, with spellers taking 
turns until only the champion has 
avoided the familiar doomsday bell. 
The changes do add a wrinkle to 
the televised semifinals, however, 
as even the best on-stage spellers 
could find themselves eliminat- 
ed from the finals if they perform 
poorly on the multiple-choice test. 

Vocabulary has been a regular 
part of the bee during its 87-year 
history, but it’s always been the 
spellers asking for the definition

to help them spell the word. 

Executive Director Paige Kim- 
ble said the changes were driven 
by the desire to reinforce the com- 
petition’s purpose — to encourage 
students to improve their spelling 
and broaden their knowledge of 
the language. 

“What we know with the cham- 
pionship-level spellers is that 
they think of their achievement 
in terms of spelling and vocabu- 
lary being two sides of the same 
coin,” Kimble said. “These spell- 
ers will be excited at the opportu- 
nity to show off their vocabulary 
knowledge through competition.”

Aides talked and laughed on 
the recording about Judd’s politi- 
cal positions, religious beliefs and 
past bouts of depression. 

The FBI is looking into how 
the recording was made after the 
McConnell campaign accused 
opponents of engaging in “Water- 
gate-era tactics.” The magazine 
reported that the recording was 
provided last week by a source who 
requested anonymity. 

“This is yet another example of 
the politics of personal destruction 
that embody Mitch McConnell and 
are pervasive in Washington DC,” 
said Judd spokeswoman Cara Trip-

And “The 
Wizard of Oz” song “Ding Dong! 
The Witch is Dead” is surging up 
the U.K. singles charts. 


Pyongyang, N. Korea 

Scores of North Koreans of all ages 
planted trees as part of a forestation 
campaign — armed with shovels, 
not guns. In the evening, women in 
traditional dress danced in the pla- 
zas to celebrate the 20th anniver- 
sary of the late leader Kim Jong IFs 
appointment to a key defense post. 

Despite another round of warn- 
ings from their leaders of impend- 
ing nuclear war, there was no sense 
of panic in the capital on Tuesday. 


Many societies soften their take 
on divisive leaders as they age — 
notably the U.S., where even unpop- 
ular presidents are warmly eulo- 
gized in death — but emotions in 
Britain are as raw as they were 
when the Iron Lady was in power. 

Yes, Thatcher was an unusual- 
ly divisive figure, but the willing- 
ness of groups of Britons to pub- 
licly mock a longtime leader hours 
after her death reflects a British 
contempt for power and its prac- 
titioners. 


Meanwhile ... 

North Korea on Tuesday pulled out 
more than 50,000 workers from the 
Kaesong industrial park, which com- 
bines South Korean technology and 
know-how with cheap North Korean 
labor. It was the first time that pro- 
duction has been shut down at the 
complex, the only remaining prod- 
uct of economic cooperation be- 
tween the two countries that began 
about a decade ago. (AP)

They are called “Mr. President" for 
the rest of their lives. But no one in 
Britain calls Tony Blair or Gordon 
Brown “Mr. Prime Minister." Many 
in Britain have no qualms about 
attacking leaders they disliked, 
even between their death and their 
burial, analysts say. (ap) 


But while some Britons are com- 
fortable condemning a prime min- 
ister they detested, they would not 
act that way after the death of the 
queen or a senior royal, said Robert 
Worcester, who founded MORI, one 
of Britain’s leading polling firms. 

He also said there is affection 
for Thatcher in many quarters but 
that it would not be possible, for 
example, to name a major naval 
vessel after her because shipbuild- 
ers would “put down their tools” 
rather than honor the woman 
blamed by many for destroying 
the labor movement. 

“In a way, her death is allow- 
ing people to vocalize the sense of 
frustration they are feeling with 
the current economic crisis,” said 
Robin Niblett of the Chatham

Metro to Replace 4000-Series Cars 


Agency wiLL buy new 
7000-series modeLs, 
not fix troubled fleet 


Washington 

Metro plans to spend $215 million 
over the next five years to replace 
a long-troubled series of rail cars, 
according to transit agency docu- 
ments and officials. 

The 100 cars in Metro’s 
4000-series fleet have been plagued 
by problems with brakes, lights and 
air conditioning, and the transit 
agency is opting to replace them 
years ahead of schedule. 

Metro board member Tom 


Downs once called the 4000-series 
rail cars a “fleet full of dogs,” say- 
ing the chronic breakdowns were 
“killing” the agency. 

Made for Metro by the Ital- 
ian manufacturer then known as 
Breda Costruzioni Ferroviarie, the 
4000 -series cars were delivered in 
the early 1990s and would ordi- 
narily have been due for an over- 
haul. But the transit agency says it 
will forgo that work, which would 
cost about $1.5 million a car, and 
instead buy new cars under a con- 
tract it has with Kawasaki to build 
its new 7000-series rail cars.

Texting Ban Lacks Teeth 


Va. drivers can use 
legal loopholes to 
sidestep measure 

Richmond, Va. 

Virginia’s desire to get tough on 
texting drivers is more bark than 
bite: Drivers willing to lie most like- 
ly will escape the new $125 fine. 

The new law received a lot of 
attention as it made its way though 
the legislature this year because it 
upped the fine from a $20 slap on 
the wrist to $125 for the first vio- 
lation and $250 the second time 
around. It also made texting a pri- 
mary offense, which meant that 
officers didn’t need another reason 
to stop a driver they saw texting. 

But the anti-texting measure 
is all but toothless because driv- 
ers are still allowed to use their 
hands to make phone calls and get 
GPS directions from mobile devic- 


Meanwhile ... 

Maryland lawmakers voted on 
Monday to allow police to pull over 
and ticket any driver seen with a 
cellphone in hand. The state first 
banned texting several years ago 
and later prohibited all hand-held 
use of electronic devices. Until Mon- 
day’s vote, though, the ban was a 
secondary offense and many drivers 
routinely ignored it. (twp) 


es. Any driver eager to avoid the 
fine can simply can say he had the 
device in hand for a legal purpose. 

“While this law is a step in the 
right direction, we still have a ways 
to go,” said Capt. Susan Gulin, traf- 
fic division commander for the Fair- 
fax County police. “It will still be 
very difficult for officers to deter- 
mine if the vehicle operator is dial- 
ing their phone or accessing GPS, 
versus texting.”

The approximate number of tick- 
ets that the District, which does not 
allow hand-held use, has issued for 
distracted driving over a five-year 
period ending in fiscal year 2011. 

Highway safety advocates have 
likened the campaign against dis- 
tracted driving to earlier efforts 
against drunken driving and for 
seat belt use. With U.S. Transpor- 
tation Secretary Ray LaHood lead- 
ing the charge, they believe that 
heightened public awareness to 
the issue will lead local lawmak- 
ers to gradually toughen the law. 

“To be most effective, a hand- 
held ban is necessary,” said 
Jonathan Adkins of the Gov- 
ernors Highway Safety Asso- 
ciation. “But this sends a mes- 
sage that texting and driving 
is dangerous. That’s critical.”

Officer Fatally Shoots Man in SE 


Washington 

A D.C. police officer fatally shot a 
man in Southeast Washington early 
Tuesday after the person allegedly 
fired at the officer, authorities said. 

The shooting happened short- 
ly after 3 a.m. in the 2600 block of 
Sheridan Road SE. 

Officer Araz Alali, a D.C. police 
spokesman, said an officer stopped 
a man who was acting erratical- 
ly and who, the officer suspect- 
ed, might be high on drugs. “At 
some point during the encounter, 
the suspect produced a handgun 
and fired at the officer,” Alali said. 

The officer, who was not iden- 


tified, fired back, hitting the man 
several times in the upper body, 
Alali said. The 
man was pro- 
nounced dead on 
the scene. Police 
said they recov- 
ered the weapon 
they believe the 
Sweptson man was carrying. 
Relatives, how- 
ever, said the man who was shot 
was not known to carry a gun. They 
described the man as 34 years old 
and said he was sitting on the front 
steps of the apartment building 
where his mother lives when an 
officer told him to move. 


About a block away, the man 
was shot, the relatives said. 

As police continued to investi- 
gate, the dead man’s mother and 
cousin gathered with other rel- 
atives to denounce the shooting 
and demand answers. “We want 
to know what happened,” said the 
man’s mother, Carolyn Bell, 54. 

Relatives identified the dead 
man as Cleman R. Sweptson Jr. 
D.C. police said they had a differ- 
ent version of the man’s name, and 
were trying to confirm his identity. 

The shooting was less 
than a half-mile from the 
Anacostia Metro Station.

O’Malley Signs Wind Energy Bill 



Republican critics 
say the new measure 
will kill jobs in Md. 

Annapolis, Md. 

Gov. Martin O’Malley signed one of 
his marquee environmental propos- 
als to help develop offshore wind 
on Tuesday. It was the governor’s 
third try after the bill failed in two 
previous sessions. 

“The heart of all new job cre- 
ation really is innovation, inno- 
vation in terms of the things we 
make and how we make them — 
in this case renewable energy,” 
said O’Malley, who also signed 
legislation aimed at job creation 
on Tuesday. 

The proposal, which is expect- 
ed to take years to develop, would 
increase monthly electricity bills for 
residential ratepayers by an esti- 
mated $1.50 a month, once ener- 
gy is produced. Commercial rate- 


payers could see increases up of 
up to 1.5 percent. 

That brought sharp criticism 
from Republicans, who describe it 
as one of the world’s most expensive 
forms of electricity.“It’s absolutely 
sad that he calls it a jobs day when 
he just signed the biggest jobs kill- 
er in the state’s history,” said Sen. 
E.J. Pipkin, a Cecil County Repub- 
lican who is one of O’Malley’s chief 
critics in Annapolis, brian witte (ap)

Gov. Martin O'Malley signed a 
bill Tuesday that makes 
$4.5 million available for an em- 
ployer-driven skills training program 
to help residents get jobs that are 
available but often are hard to fill due 
to a lack of qualified applicants.

Tunneling to Reduce Sewage Runoff 


Washington 

An enormous tunnel-boring 
machine, nicknamed “Lady Bird,” 
made its debut Tuesday at the Blue 
Plains Advanced Wastewater Treat- 
ment Plant, where DC Water offi- 
cials heralded it as part of a plan to 
significantly reduce the amount of 
raw sewage that flows into local riv- 
ers and basements during storms. 

It will eventually stretch longer 
than a football field and, when fin- 
ished, will have burrowed through 
four miles of clay beneath the 


Potomac and Anacostia rivers, leav- 
ing behind a tunnel so big it could 
hold two tractor-trailers stacked on 
top of each other. 

It will become part of a 12.8- 
mile tunnel, scheduled for com- 
pletion in 2022, that will serve as 
an enormous holding tank during 
rainstorms. DC Water officials said 
the entire tunnel will provide per- 
manent relief for neighborhoods 
like Bloomingdale and LeDroit 
Park, where raw sewage has flood- 
ed into basements for decades. 

“This is the most significant 


improvement in water quality 
in the Anacostica, Potomac and 
Rock Creek in a generation,” said 
George Hawkins, DC Water’s gen- 
eral manager. 

The work is part of DC Water’s 
$2.6-billion “Clean Rivers Project” 
to cut sewer overflows by about 
96 percent by 2025. 

Officials say it will be the 
largest tunneling effort in D.C. 
since the Metrorail system was 
built. The first four-mile section 
is scheduled to operate in 2018.

Pest-Case 
Scenario 

A cicada plague is about to rise again, 
but this time, it may stay in the suburbs 


Washington 

They’re back. 

Seventeen years after a major 
swarm of bug-eyed cicadas staged 
one of nature’s weirdest — and 
loudest — mating rituals, their off- 
spring are set to rise soon in Wash- 
ington’s suburbs and the wider mid- 
Atlantic region. 

Once the ground temperature 
hits 64 degrees, it’s on. A swarm 
of cicadas known as Brood II will 
climb from buried lairs from North 
Carolina to Connecticut with a very 
short to-do list: find a mate, make 
babies and die. 

They will be the largest cicada 
population to arrive in the region 
since Brood X surfaced in the D.C. 
area, the Northeast and the South 
in 2004. Brood X is thought by 
some entomologists to be the big- 
gest of the cicada swarms that fol- 


low a 17-year life cycle. 

But the coming Brood II gang, 
which has been underground since 
1996, is no slouch. 

Cicadas look like gigantic flies. 
They are the orange-eyed relatives 
of leaf-hopping insects, jumping 
plant lice and spittle bugs, accord- 
ing to the website Cicadamania. 
Uprisings occur every 13 years 
and every 17 years, and cicadas 
that emerge in the same year are 
called broods and get marked by 
Roman numerals, like Super Bowls. 

“It’s an event to remember,” said 
Missy Henriksen, spokeswoman for 
the National Pest Control Manage- 
ment Association. 

For humans, cicada gather- 
ings are among the most annoying 
things in nature. But for cicadas, 
it’s like Carnival, Woodstock and 
the Day of the Dead rolled into one. 

The coming frenzy of sex and 


A Noisy Courtship 


Males "sing," flexing drum-like 
organs on their bellies to attract 
females. Asingle male cicada 
sounds "like a child’s click toy," the 
website Cicadamania says. But 
when hundreds of thousands click 
all at once, it creates an extraordi- 
narily loud screech that travels in 
waves, day and night, sounding like 
crickets on steroids. 

Plague Nest Egg 

After all that noise, and all that sex, 
females lay eggs on tree limbs. Six 
to eight weeks later, nymphs hatch 
and burrow to tree and plant roots 
and suck theirjuice. 

Steady Uprising 

The cicada nymph mortality rate is 
about 98 percent, according to The 
Ecology, Behavior and Evolution of 
Periodical Cicadas. But given that 
millions of cicadas emerge in a cy- 
cle, and females lay multiple eggs, 
many survive. When the ground 
warms, they climb and leave behind 
a shell when they emerge, (twp) 



death will last up to six weeks and, 
entomologists say, probably start 
around mid-May but could happen 
as early as late April and as late as 
early June. 

Still, not everyone will hear it. 
Cicada sightings will be spotty 
throughout the mid-Atlantic. In 
this area. District residents might 
not see or hear any, while residents 
in southern Maryland and Virgin- 
ia could witness more than their 
share, entomologists said. 

Based on sightings of this 
group’s parents in 1996, residents 
of these municipalities should be on 
the lookout: Richmond, Williams- 
burg, York, Fairfax, Falls Church, 
Loudoun, Prince William, Anne 
Arundel, Prince George’s, Queen 
Anne’s, St. Mary’s, Wicomico, Bal- 
timore and Baltimore City. 


Flocks of birds such as gulls and 
starlings flock around the swarm, 
gulping as many as they can. “It 
creates a monstrous pulse of ener- 
gy into the ecosystem they emerge 
from,” said Sam Droege, a scien- 
tist at the U.S. Geological Survey 
Patuxent Wildlife Research Center. 

Henriksen of the pest-control 
association said cicadas might be 
harmless, but wherever they show 
up, they will fray people’s nerves 
and leave a few bad memories. 

“You remember the pervasive- 
ness, the skins ... left behind,” 
Henriksen said. “They’re 
crunchy. They land on you. Peo- 
ple who are fearful of bugs, it 
will be uncomfortable for them.”

Woods Again Playing Favorite 


Tiger enters Masters 
as the top-ranked 
golfer in the world 

Golf 

Tiger Woods arrives at Augusta 
National Golf Club for his 19th 
Masters — “Scary,” he said — 
back as the No. 1-ranked player in 
the world, back on top of his game 
with three wins in four stroke-play 
tournaments this season, back in his 
once-customary spot as the favorite. 

And yet he is eight years removed 
from the most recent of his four vic- 
tories at Augusta. In 2005, such a lull 
would have seemed unimaginable. 

“I wouldn’t have been happy 
with that,” Woods said Tuesday. 

Thus, the quest for a fifth green 
jacket is underway, one with per- 
haps as much anticipation around 


Woods as there has been in five 
years. His circumstances now are 
far different than they have been 
in recent years, when he has been 
coming off of injury (2009), scan- 
dal (2010), outright slump (2011) 
and inconsistency (2012). 

“I’m not surprised that I haven’t 
given myself chances. Obviously, 
not real happy with the fact that I 
haven’t won more. I’ve been in the 
mix, but as I said, just haven’t got- 
ten it done. But the whole idea is to 
give myself opportunities. 

“As of right now. I’m tied for sec- 
ond on the all-time win list here. 
That’s not too bad, either.” 

Woods, though, has never been 
one to consider second a success. 
He is coming off his worst Masters 
as a pro — a tie for 40th last year, 
when he finished 5 over par. Yet 
during his annual Tuesday meeting 
with reporters before this event, he

appeared relaxed and confident — 
which he attributes not only to his 
recent record on the course, with 
six wins in his past 20 starts, but 
with his more peaceful mindset off 
it. His divorce is now nearly three 
years old, and he recently revealed 
that he is dating gold medal-win- 
ning skier Lindsey Vonn. 

“I think life is all about having 


a balance,” he said, “and trying to 
find the equilibrium, and not hav- 
ing things one way or the other. I 
feel very balanced.” 

The balance. Woods said, stems 
mostly from being a father to two 
young children. “Life is beter since 
I’ve had kids,” he said. But he was 
also careful to say that he believes 
he can be a devoted, caring parent, 
and still pursue the goal he set out 
when he was a child: topping Jack 
Nicklaus’ record of 18 majors. 

“I would like to be able to get 
to that point,” Woods said. “It took 
Jack a while to get to 18 — all the 
way to 46 years old.” 

Woods, 37, is well short of 
that, and with a swing overhaul 
that appears complete given his 
wins at Torrey Pines, Doral and 
Bay Hill earlier this year, he is the 
easy mark as this week’s favorite.

Meanwhile, the father of Russ 
Smith says the Louisville junior 
guard will leave school to enter 
the NBA draft.

I n 2006, Maya E. Rudolph went to 
Beijing and found Chinese rock 
’n’ roll. In 2012, she returned to 
make a film about it. Rudolph’s 
short film. Iceberg, is now in post- 
production. The 25-year-old New 
York native aims to get her project 
on the independent film festival circuit 
and, from there, gain enough financial 
support to produce a full-length version. 

“This is a world that is very important 
to me,” said Rudolph, a writer and 
filmmaker. “To me, (Chinese rock ’n’ roll) 
represents this kind of spirit that is very 
rare to come across in New York.” 

She said she had been keen on a film 
project with an emphasis on the Beijing 
music scene, but she was — and remains 
— extremely wary. 

“The challenge of doing something 
that’s not like, ‘Guess what, world, they 
have guitars in China!’ is very important 
to me,” Rudolph said. 

According to her, /ceberg is a universal 
story, but set in a specific time and place. 

“In all the conversations I had 
among the actors, musicians and 
crewmembers, we all wanted this film 
to be a representation of a world that we 
know,” Rudolph said. 

“This world is important to us, where 
people listen to this particular kind of 
music, drink this kind of beer and think 
these certain kinds of thoughts.” 

Of course, Rudolph acknowledged, 
people from all over the world hang 
out and go to rock shows, but there’s 
something about the flavor of Beijing’s 
rock music scene that you can’t find 
anywhere else. 

The community is so small that 
one can see “how the people in it are 
evolving”, she said. 

Rudolph cites the “no wave” music 
movement from the late 1970s as an 


example of the Beijing rock music 
community’s offbeat character. 

No wave, a rejection of the then- 
popular “new wave” movement, was 
described by the New York Times as “a 
cacophonous, confrontational subgenre 
of punk rock” that was “perhaps the 
strangest and shortest-lived” period of 
experimental music in New York. 

Now, the Beijing rock scene has not 
only resurrected this obscure genre, but 
embraced it. 

After one Chinese band-leader 
discovered and subsequently became 
hooked on the no wave band DNA, he 
made DNA T-shirts and sold them at a 
popular punk music venue in Beijing. 

“These T-shirts are now a significant 
piece of social currency,” Rudolph said 
with a laugh. “It’s something that’s 
become a symbol of taste in this 
particular (rock) scene.” 

In tribute to this trend, she included a 
reference to DNA in her film. 

“Something I think is important to the 
film both in the way it was made and 
what it represents is that none of the 
community would be possible if people 


didn’t support their friends,” Rudolph 
said. 

In support of her cause, she submitted 
her project last fall to Kickstarter, an 
increasingly popular platform that 
allows producers of creative projects 
to tap online funding. According to 
Kickstarter’s website, 44 percent of 
projects have reached their funding 
goals since the platform was launched 
in April 2009. 

By contrast, she said, artists in China 
are trying to fund projects through 
collectives. Younger filmmakers join 
together and are willing to take on a 
variety of production roles to make 
up for the “shaky” infrastructure of 
independent film in China. 

“People are trying to figure out how to 
do things super cheap and with a lot of 
integrity in an environment where those 
things are not at all valued,” Rudolph 
said. 

“I think there are really vital lessons 
to be taken from both communities and 
the more good ideas the better.” 

Through her work in New York with 
dCenerate Films, an organization 


devoted to distributing independent 
films from the Chinese mainland, 
Rudolph often comes into contact with 
pioneering Chinese directors. 

“There are filmmakers in China who 
are operating outside the lines and 
independently,” she said. “They are, of 
their own initiative, going somewhere 
with a camera to tell a story that other 
people aren’t paying attention to.” 

Rudolph is most disheartened by the 
weak distribution platforms for these 
films, whether in China or the US. 

“You get used to doing a Q&A for 
these screening events where there are, 
like, 10 people,” she said. “It’s incredibly 
discouraging because these are really 
vital stories, and these are really talented 
filmmakers.” 

Nevertheless, Rudolph is forging on 
with her own directorial debut. 

After writing a script that she hoped 
would capture the spirit of the Beijing 
rock scene, Rudolph presented it to her 
friends at the Beijing-based production 
company So Uncool Entertainment. 
They gave her the green light. 

Encouraged, Rudolph secured enough 
support from the Four Oaks Foundation 
to finance a short version of the planned 
feature film. Iceberg. 

The young director said she felt a 
particular freedom while working in 
China to pursue her passions and 
interests — and even to make mistakes. 

“I’m really fortunate that I found 
people that I could connect with and 
found the cultivation of stories that are 
compelling,” Rudolph said. 

Ultimately, she hopes this enthusiasm 
translates to her film. 

On Kickstarter, Rudolph writes, 
"(Iceberg) feels like a night at a Beijing 
rock club: energetic, passionate, a little 
bit surreal and full of potential.”

Gung ho about ketchup 
and other Chinese words

As the University of Chicago’s 
linguistics professor, Alan Yu is 
used to all kinds of influences 
showing up in English words. 
Still, Yu is surprised at the 
Chinese origins of the word 
“ketchup”. 

While German, French and 
Latin are generally said to have 
made the biggest impact on the 
English that Westerners speak, 
read and mangle, Chinese 
also appears as an influence 
in words such as “kumquat”, 
“gung ho”, and “kowtow”. 

But for millions of Americans 
used to dumping the beloved 
condiment on their French 
fries, scrambled eggs and 
hamburgers, none of those 
connections may be as startling 
as the Chinese link to the word 
“ketchup”. 

In fact, HJ Heinz Co, the 
Pittsburgh-based maker of 
one of the world’s best selling 
ketchup brands, confirmed 
in a statement to China Daily 
that ketchup “originated from 
a Chinese sauce pronounced 
catsup”. 

Dan Jurafsky, a Stanford 
University professor who has 
written a blog called “The

Language of Food” has the 
lowdown on ketchup. 

Jurafsky’s blog cites evi- 
dence that ketchup has roots 
in eastern Fujian province as 
a fish sauce. “This fish sauce 
in the Southern Min (south- 
ern Fujian) dialect in the 18th 
century was called something 
like ‘ke-tchup’, 'ge-tchup\ or 
'kue-chiap\ depending on the 
dialect,” Jurafsky wrote. 

While the first syllable of 
this word means a preserved 
fish, the last means sauce. So 
“ketchup” is an archaic word 
for “fish sauce” in the Hokkien 
dialect of Southern Min Chinese, 
Jurafsky concludes. 

Jurafsky’s blog also sheds 
light on a long-time mystery 
— why “ketchup” sometimes 
is spelled “catsup”. Since 
Hokkien isn’t written with the 
Roman alphabet, the same 
archaic. Western process that 
transcribed fish sauce as “ke- 
tchup” also delivered the world 
“catsup”. 

In a statement to China Daily, 
Heinz said the company’s 
founder, Henry Heinz, “chose 
ketchup as the spelling” for his 
product to “differentiate” it from 
the rivals’ “catsup”. 

“It was a surprise to me,” 
linguist Yu said. “First, the 
tomato is not originally from 
Asia, so that is strange. What is 
even more strange is that it is 
somehow related to fish sauce.” 

From 1750 to 1850 ketchup’s 
chief ingredient was fermented 
walnuts or mushrooms, 
tomatoes were added around 
1800, Jurafsky wrote. 

“I was shocked to find some 
common words that sounded 
really English to me,” recalled 
Anzia Mayer, a writer for the 
China-focused blog Tea Leaf 
Nation in Massachusetts. 
Besides ketchup, her list 
includes “kumquat”, “typhoon” 
and “gung ho”. 

“I’m excited by the feeling of 
being able to make something 
foreign familiar,” Mayer said.

beauty, as he ponders fatherhood, 
promises not to smoke too much 
and sings about taking “hold of the 
hand that ain’t his, but it is.”
